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THE COMETS OF (832. 
We are informed by various respectable individuals, 
that an extraordinary degree of excitement exists among 
the uninformed classes in Philadelphia, in relation to the 
expected comet. With the ignorant and superstitious, 
ell is fear and consternation. As nothing but an ac- 
quaintance with the facts connected with the appearance 
of comets can dispel this groundless alarm, we republish 
some interesting items of information, taken from Time's 
Telescope for 1832. 

About the latter part of the year 1$28, an impression 
generally prevailed that some baleful influence was con- 
nected with a comet then about to appear, of which it 
had been affirmed that it was the most likely of all others 
te come in contact with the earth: this was the comet of 
Encke. The German and French Philosophers also 
predicted that the comet of Beila would, in the ycar 
1832, breathe desolation on the human race, and by its 
shock, reduce this beautiful world to its original chaos, 
In England notices appeared in the public prints rela- 
tive to a comet said to be visible, and those who possess. 
ed telescopes were directed to the place in the heavens 
where the monster was to be found. Every one who 
aw it wondered that it remained stationary; it would 
indeed have been a wonderful phenomenon if it had 
moved, for this fancied comet proved to be the nebula in 
the girdle of Andromeda, the position of which im the 
heavens was as permanent as that of any of the fixed 
stars. At length the expected comet did appear, but 
only dimly seen with the telescope. It passed the earth's 
orbit, crossed the paths of Venus and Mercury, mingled 
its mysterious cloud like form with the solar rays, and 
disappeared. Both of these comete—the comet of Encke 
and the comet of Beila, return thie year, and cross the 
earth's orbit; the former in the spring, and the latter in 
autumn,and the only antidote to any terror, is an in- 
vestigation of the nature of these bodies, and the paths 
which they pursue, It is not very probable that the 

-comet of Encke will be satisfactorily visible in this 
hemisphere during its return in the present year: it will 
pass its perihelion the early part of May. The comet 
ef Beila will be nearest to the earth on the 22d October, 
when its distance will be about fifty millions of miles. 
The alarm which prevailed in Paris and on the Conti- 
nent, wath respect to the danger of the return of this 





comet in 1232, seems to have originated in some sup- 
posed calculations made by the celebrated Lalande, and 
the popular tumult at last increased to such a height that 
the government was compelled to publish that celebrated 
astronomers’s memoir in order to suppress it. It is 
known that the comet of 1770 passed through the sys- 
tem of the planet of Jupiter, without in the slightest 
degree affecting the motions of either the primary or his 
statellites, and that it passed sufficiently near our planet 
to have shortened the length of the year, had its mass 
been equal to that of the earth. Most of the calcula- 
tions respecting the effect of the proximity of a comet 
to our earth, have proceeded on erroneous principles— 
over-rating the quantiy of matter in comets, and losing 
sight of their great velocity when in this part of the 
system. For a comet to produce any direful effect, it 
ought to contain not merely a great quantity of matter, 
but also to be vertical and stationary to the earth's sur- 
face for several hours; instead of which we have reason 
to believe that though vast in volume, comets contain 
but little matter in proportion; consequently their at- 
tractive evergy would be inconsiderable, while their ve- 
locity would in a very short period, carry them beyond 
the limits of exerting any influence on the waters of the 
globe. But the very circumstances which, in case of 
proximity, would be the security of our globe-—-name!y, 
velocity, would, in the event of contact, be attended with 
the direst effects. Should the comet strike the earth 
obliquely, it would glance off, and the consequences 
would be partial. If the point of collision were on a 
continent of the globe, mountains would be hurled from 
their basis, and new ones would elevate their ridges | 
towards the clouds.

it wall be highly improper to allow the names to 
transpire further, until more positive proof of the cor- 
rectness of the imputation could be . A private 
communication, however, has been made to a distin- 
guished member of our Cabinet; and it is probable that 
instructions will be given to our ambassador in Paris, 
to recommend to the English of rank in that capital, 
to be more particular in their guests; as it is a notori- 
ous fact, that the conspiracy was got up for the great- 
er part in the saloon of an English gentleman, who 
was, however, ignorant of the fact. The Austrian 
Ambessador, Count d’Appony, behaved in so handsome 
& way in the affair, as to receive the thanks of the 
French Government. As Madame d’Appony isa kind 
of protectrice of the people of the Ancien Regime, 
her husband felt probably that his honor‘was concern- 
ed, in making it appear that he was entirely ignorant 
of the plot. 

THE PEACE OF EUROPE. 
The London Courier of the 29th says :——“ We believe 
that the mission of Count Orloff is decidedly pacific. 
The Emperor of Russia, however he may dislike the 
recognition of popular rights implied by the Treaty of 
the Conference, is neither disposed nor prepared to 
sustain a war with Great Britain and France, but hav- 
ing pledged his word to the King of Holland not to ra- 
tify the treaty without the concurrence of the latter, 
he is endeavoring to bring about an accommodation 
which would extricate him from the position in which 
he has placed himself. Count Orloff is to endeavor to 
induce the King of Holland to accept the treaty, whilst 
Prince Lieven is to use his influence here with Lord 
Palmerston and Prince Talleyrand, in the hope of ob- 
taining certain modificatians which are to be taken as 
concessions from Belgium, rather than as from the 
Conference, so there may be a saving of compromise, 
by the non-ratifying parties. Such is the course de- 
termined by the Russian Cabinet. We shall see how 
it will work with Holland and the Conference. At 
the date of the last advices from the Hague, the King 
was not disposed to yield either of the great points on 
which he has made his stand. Should he persist, one 
of the three things must happen. Nicholas must des- 
cend from his stilts, and trick with bis ally, or openly 
soemny? his pretensions to Belgium: or France and 
England must give war, and purchase ratification by 
modification.” 
GREECE. 

Loxpon, Feb. 29.—Just as we were going to press, 
we received from our Malta Correspondent a long ac- 
count of the unfortunate occurrence that took place at 
Argos, on the 21st of December last. It is said in the 
conflict between the Government troops and the Ru- 
meliot party, the former had 40 killed and 60 wound- 
ed, and the latter only 6 killed and 9 wounded. Seve- 
ral of the peaceable inhabitants of the city had also 
lost their lives on the occasion. The Rumeliots even- 
tually retired from Argos, and easily succeeded in 
possessing themselves of the whole extent of Eastern 
Greece. 

Sir Stratford Canning had arrived at Nauplia on the 
20th of December, and left that place on the 14th of 
January by land for Epidaurus. he Albion steamer 
went round to meet him there. The Acton frigate, 
with his Excellency’s suit, had preceded him to Con- 
stantinople. 

Tue Kino or Gaeecr.—The acceptance of the prof- 
fered honor by the King of Bavaria, in the name of 
his son (Otho) will probably be a mere matter of form. 
The Conference were pretty sure of his willingness to 
accede to their plan, before they communicated their 
decision to the Court of Bavaria. 

Lonpon Corn Excnanar, Feb, 29.—We have no- 
thing whatever doing in any article of grain, nor have 
we any fresh arrivals worth speaking of. We havea 
very thin attendance, and the various articles of grain 
are nominally as on last market day. 

An article in the London Review admits the exist- 
ence of great mismanagement in Ireland, which is 
governed in England. While famine rages in that 
beautiful but wretched country, the custem houses of 
Engtish ports show that she exports provisions yearly, 
to the amount of near £7,000,000 sterling. ie re- 
viewer even proposes a very puzzling question for the 
English aristocracy ;—“If [ tether a horse in a corner, 
and prevent it from grazing, and bring it no food, am 
I not guilty of his death as much as if 1 slaughtered 
it!" In Ireland the horse has been tethered a great 
while, though he sometimes breaks away and gets in- 
to better pasturage.

We 
mention these things in the hope that they will meet the 
eye of the benevolent, and that something will be done, 
and that prompily. To say the new Almshouse over 
Schuylkill will remedy these horrors, is saying nothing 
for the present relief of these miserable objects, A per- 
eon who has just visited this sink of sorrow, declares he 
would rather be attacked by the Cholera, than breathe 
the atmosphere of the black ward for twelve hours ! 








A Ler or Giranp’s.—In South Fifth street near Ches- 
nut, and adjoining the house occupied by Mr, Sully, the 
artist, there is a strip of ground belonging to the estate 
of the late Stephen Girard, which we recommend to 
the attention of some of our city literary institutions. 
The lot has probably one hundred feet front on Fifth 
street, and may be from thirty to farty feet deep; this 
depth seems too small for dwelling houses, but it would 
be sufficient for the Apprentices’ or the Mercantile Li- 
brary, and s reading room (say the Atheneum) united.
